BROTHERHOOD  FUGITIVES 


On-Jwgust  3,  1972,  the  Orange  County  Grand  Jury  indicted  30  members  of  the 
jROJUSmOiDP^QF  ETER,HA.L..taV.E^These  individuals  were  charged  with  a variety  of  narcotic 
violati<^s  and  conspiracy  to  violate  California  State  Narcotic  Laws. 


Shortly  thereafter,  the  Orange  County  Sheriff’s  Office  issued  warrants  for  15  of  those 
persons  indicted. 


On  October  2, 


a BROTHERHOOD  fugitive,  was  seized  in  San  Jose, 


Costa  Rica,  while  attempting  to  smugglyinto  the  United  States  a sizeable  amount  of  hash  oil. 


The  oil  was  packed  in  the  innermost  bag  of  six  self-sealing  plastic  bags  which  were  then 
placed  in  a cloth  bag  bearing  the  BROTHERHOOD  symbol. 
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Arizona. 


To  date,  14  BROTHERHOOD  members  indicted  remain  as  fugitives.  The  State  Bureau  of 
Narcotic  Enforcement,  in  conjunction  with  the  Organized  Crime  & Criminal  Intelligence  Branch,  is 
engaged  in  an  all-out  effort  to  apprehend  these  individuals.

Ihis  is  a pseudo-religious  organi/ation 
lesponsible  lor  the  importation  and  sale  of  large  quanlilies  ol  hashish  and  manuraciure  and  distribution  ol  LSD  on  a worldwide  level. 

Oa  August  3.  D)7'2  the  Orange  County  Grand  jury  indicted  these  individuals,  charging  them  with  a variety  of  narcotic  violations  and 
I82,I,V  Penal  Code  (Conspiracy  lo^ Violate  California  Slate  Narcotic  Laws). 

Since  these  lugitives  extensively  utilize  false  ideniificalion,  every  effort  should  be  macle  lo  notify  California  Dopartmenl  of  Justice  of  (heir 
lingerprini  classilication  as  soon  as  possible,  to  obtain  a positive  identification  before  releasing  subject. 
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The  Orange  County  Sheriff’s  Office  holds  Superior  Court  Bench  Warrant  Number  C 28976  for  the  arrest  of  these  individuals.  If  ypu  have 
any  information  concerning  the  location  of  these  persons,  please  contact;
